ble.] After three full days of de-

the conclave still remain shut up in 
the Vatican without having selected a 
successor to Leo XIII. The futility of 
both the ballots taken today was evi- 
denced by the smoke which arose from 
the Sistine Chapel. This mute signal 
this evening was watched by a large 
crowd which partly filled the square of 
San Pietro, and which, it was, est!- 
mhte® numbered about fifteen thous- 
and. Great disappointment was mani- 
fested. and when the little puff of 
smoke appeared, there were loud cries. 
not only of disappointment, but even 
of derision. 

Rome is becoming extremely impa- 
tient over the delay in the selection of 
the new Pope, concerning which there 
appears to be no definite expression, 
owing to the rigid secrecy with which 
the proceedings within the conclave are 
being guarded. Today practically the 
only news that came from the Sistine 
Chapel was that of the xtremely grave 
iliness of Cardinal Herrero. It is pre- 
sumed, however, that the other aged 
cardinals are also suffering: from their 
prolonged incarceration, and. ey in- 


— 


that it only for the sake of saving the 
aged cardinals, much may be sacrificed 
within the conclave to arrive at a 
speedy conclusion. On the other hand, 
there are a few pessimistic enough to 
believe that the hostility among the 
factions in the Sacred College is so 
bitter that the struggle may be con- 
tinued for several weeks. 

Out of all the rumors and gossip 
afloat concerning what is transpiring in 
the conclave, the most persistent re- 
port -is to the effect that the Rampolla 
and Serafino Vannutelli factions have 
remained compact, and that the at- 
tempt of one faction to press forward a 


the strength of the other had falled. 
The Italia says that matters have 
reached a point which presages the 
possibility of the election of a foreign 
Pope, and that Cardinal Kopp, bishop 
of Bresiau, who is most frequently 
mentioned in this connection, has the 
support of the German Emperor. If 
this is true, the Italia interprets it as 
a move on the part of the Rampolla 
faction to win over the Austro-German 
cardinals from Serafino Vannutelll. 

The Osservato Romano, the organ of 
the Vatican, officially announces that 
Cardinal Herrero y Espinosa, being 
gravely ill, has received the last com- 
munion. Mgr. Boniface Marin, the 
vicar-general of his archdiocese (Va- 
lencia) was admitted to the conclave 
today, the door being opened for that 
purpose with all the prescribed pre- 
cautions. Outside were the governor 
and marshal of the conclave, assisted 
by captains of the guard. The apostolic 
prothonotaries and the sons of Prince 
Chigi acted as witnesses. Inside the 
door when it was opened were Mgr. 
Merry Del Val, secretary of the con- 
sistory; Mgr. Roggi, prefect of cere- 
monies, and Mgr. Marsolini. The rec- 
ord of the admittance of Mgr. Marin 
was officially recorded in a formal doc- 
ument which will be placed in the 
archives.

PROGRESS OF THE CHASE. 
HEADING OFF SUSPECTS. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A M. 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 3—A special 
dispatch from Folsom says the first re- 
port of importance to reach the prison 
today relating the hunt for the siayers 
of the militiamen at the Grand Victory 
mine, last Saturday evening comes from 
Sheriff Bosqui He sent a mesrage 
saying that last night four men, sup- 


| posed to be part of the five engaged in 


the fight last Saturday night. called at 
the cabin of a man named Eades, four 
mites southwest of Fairplay, near the 
Cosumes River, at 9 o'clock last night, 
and robbed his cabin of all the pro- 
visions it contained. After the men 
had left Eadee notified Sheriff Norman 
of Amador county, and a posse „t 
tweive or fifteen was organized at once 
and started for the locality of Fairplay. 
Bosquit reported that he had sent a 


posse to head the suspects off. 


7 The fact that only four men called 
at Eadess cabin leads Bosquit'to be- 
lieve that one of the convicts engaged 
in last Saturday evening's battle at the 
Grand Victory mine was either killed 
by the pursuers, or so badly wounded 
that he was shot by his comrades, or 
killed himself. Bosquit states that he 
has been informed that about an hour 
after the fight, a shot was heard in the 
direction which the convicts took, and 
it is supposed to have been the one 
which undoubtedly ended the existence 
of one of the three crimingts. 

Sheriff Reese reports from Sacra- 
mento the appearance of two men at 
Ben Ali station, one at least of whom 
is supposed to be one of the escaped 
prisoners. Reese's informant said the 
tracks left by one of the escapes show 
a letter P' to have been worked in 
nails in the soles of his shoes. All the 
convicts’ shoes have the letter P thus 
worked, but General Overseer J. G. 
McDonough says he does not believe 
the escaping prisoners are now wearing 
convicts’ shoes, nearly all of them hav- 
ing effected a change with the free men 
after leaving the prison. 

Aithough it is one week today since 
twelve of the most desperate criminals 
at Folsom made a successful break for 
liberty, the prison authorities are con- 
fident the fugitives will be taken be- 
fore many more days. It is now a fact 
that two bands of convicts, of five and 
three members each, are definitely lo- 
cated, and it is thought they will soon 
be cornered and captured. All of the 
attention of the posses is now centered 
on either one or the other of these two 
groups, little attention being given to 
those convicts like Gordon and Robert- 
son, Who are believed to have wandered 
off by themselves, it being thought that 
these men wi eventually wander into 
some small tuwn and be captured by 
local officers. 

R. J. Murphy, captain of the ‘guard, 
when ithterviewed by a Bee reporter 
regar@ing tne present sit n, said: 
I am quite confident all of the 
escaped prisoners will be taken before 
long. They are working off into a 
country that is fairly weil known, and 
one that has been hunted over for 
stage robbers ever since the days o 
‘49. The Sheriffs and their posses of 
these countics that are now after the 
convicts are experienced man hunters, 
and are familiar with the ground. 

“The tight Saturday night showed 


at what a great disadvantage the offi- 


vers must work. The prisoners, when 
they spot a posse, retreat into the am- 
bush, where they remain hidden until 
the posse is close upon them, when, 
without warning, they open fire. Now 
that the five men have been seen, there 
will be no hesitancy on the part of 
the posses in shooting them. They have 
lost their hats, and unless they get 
some more their bare heads will give 
them away. . 
“It is possible-that Gordon may get 
away, but he is such an ugly-looking 
that anyone who has ever seen 
his picture will be sure to identify 


“I have confidence in the posses that 
are out after the criminals. They are 


mountaineers, and good, solid men. 
Bosquit is an excellent scout, 


Sheriff 
and his posse will probably drive the 
gang seen near the Victory mine 
up along the Rubicon River, which is 
the only pass through the mountains 
in that locality. If not captured de- 
fore they reach there, they will un- 
doubtedly be intercepted in the pass 
by a posse from Sheriff Keena of Pia- 
cer county.

DUTCH FLAT FAKE. 
THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 
SACRAMENTO, Aug. 3.-—A special 
to the Bee from Folsom says the re- 
ported shooting at Dutch Fiat, last 
night, in which a young man named 
Wedgewood was shot in the hand and 
had the stock of his gun shot off, pre- 
sumably by two men supposed to be 
convicts, proved to be a rank fake. 
Bherif! Keena has returned from Au- 
burn and reports from his office to the 
prison that an investigation of the af- 


‘fair shows that the shooting was the 


result of disturbance created by two 
wan men, evidently under the influ- 
eme of liquor. Wedgewood, it appears, 
tell down and broke the stock of his 
gun and bruised his hand. This instance 
was magnified into the report that he 


had been shot and that the stock of his 


gun had been torn away by a bullet 
from one of the escaped convict's rifles. 

The body of the convict supposed to 
have been shot and later killed by his 
com at the Grand Victory mine 
Saturday night, has not been 
found. Sheriff Bosquit is quite posi- 
tive, however, that one of the escaped 
22 ‘was shot, and is etill of the 

that his body will be found. 

It was repo at the prison last 
night that three shots had been fired 
in the Webber Creek bottoms. presum- 
ably by some of the @heriff’s posses, 
at suspects. No confirmatory evidence 
has been received here today as to this 


point. 

The convicts have quieted down at 
the prison, and in a day or two a num- 
ber of them will be allowed to go out 
to work in the yard. The condition of 
Cochrane, one of the officers 
stabbed by the escaping prisoners, fs 
greatiy improved today.

Dr. Wiley and the Pure Food 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Secretary 
Root today made public all the papers 
relating te the investigation into the 
government contract for gloves with 
E. R. Lyon. This contractor secured 
gloves from Littauer Bros., the senior 
member of which firm. L. N. Littauer, 
of Congress. Secretary 
Root has referred the case to the De- 
partment of Justice, in order that it 
may be ascertained if the law has been 
violated, and if so that appropriate 
measures may be taken in the prem- 


There is a statute which prohibits 
government being 
made either directly or indirectly with 
a member of Congress, and this was 
the basis for the investigation by the 
War Department. Col. Carlington of

matter, which he did, taking testimony 
and submitting a report as to the facts 
in the case.

There appears to be 
no evidence that in the manufacture of 
gloves by the Messrs. Littauer Bros., 
to be used in filling government con- 
tracts made by Lyon and others, there 
was any violation of the statute, ex- 
cepting one case, the contract of De- 
cember 7, 1898. 

“It is not the duty or the right of the 
Secretary of War to adjudicate that 
case, or to determine whether the 
statute was or was not violated, ex- 
cept in so far as it may be necessary 
for him to decide what action, if any, 
should be taken by the War - 
ment in view of the facts disclosed. I 
think the indications of an interest by 
the manufacturing firm in the jobbers’ 
contract with the government are suf- 
ficient to require me to proceed upon 
the theory that there is a prima facie 
case of violation of the statute. Three 
duties are therefore devolved upon the 
War Department: 

-“First. To put the Department of 


Justice in possession of the facts, in or- 


der that if that department finds the 
law to have been violated it may take 
appropriate measures for its enforce- 
ment. This will be done. 

“Second. To direct the proper officer 
of the department to demand payment 
of any sum of money which has been 
‘advanced on the part of the United 
States in consideration of such con- 
tract.’ Strictly speaking, no money 
has been advanced in consideration of 
the contract, but the goods purchased 
by the government were paid for on 
delivery. As recommended by the 
Judge-Advocate-General, the opinion 
of the Attorney-General will be 
whether, in the meaning of the statute, 
such payment constitutes an advance 
for which a demand should be made.

MEXICAN YELLOW FEVER. 


CARE TO PROTECT TEXAS. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The reports of the Marine 
Hospital Service show that yellow 
fever is still raging in Tampico, Mex., 
and only the strictest care will prevent 
the spread of the disease from Mexico 
into Texas. There were sixty deaths 
from all causes during the week end- 
ing July 11, and thirty-three were from 
yellow fever. Thirty-eight new cases 
were reported that week, making 
eighty fever patients in the city. 

The week ending July 18 brought 
Tampico face to face with even more 
serious conditions. The heavy rains 
caused an increase of mosquitoes and 
spread the disease, and forty-five 
deaths from feVer occurred. 

The American health authorities are 
inspecting all trains to prevent the en- 
trance of the disease inte the United 
States by way of Laredo or Eagle 
Pass, Tex. The trains leaving Tampico 
are crowded, and many persons are 
leaving By boat. Yellow fever also 
exists in Vera Cruz and other points in 
Mexico and Gouth America. One case 
was discovered in Mobile, Ala., early 
in July, and the vessel on which the 


victim arrived was remanded to the 


Gulf quarantine station at Ship Island. 


DR. WILEY’S TRIP. 
PURE FOOD LAW INSTRUCTIONS.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The duties to be performed 
by United States foreign consular rep- 
resentatives in the enforcement of the 
pure food law are prescribed by Dr.

THAT SAN JOSE SCALE. 
ORIGIN AND CURE FOUND. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFONIA, Aug. 
3.—The University of California has 
received an exhaustive report from the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture by Entomologist Mariatt on the 
problem of the dreaded San José scale. 
He has traced the native habitat of 
the dangerous insect to a fairly shut- 
in district in the northwest portion of 
China, its arrival here dating back to 
the early seventies, when they were 
imported with some fruit trees by the 
late James Lick. 

Mariatt has also discovered the 
deadly enemy of the San José mite in 
a ladybird (Chilocorus similis,) and a 
number of these beetles have been im- 
ported and bred in the experimental 
gardens at Washington. Unless pre- 
daceous insects or parasitic enemies 
combat if, the Chinese ladybird is ex- 
— to de a very powerful factor in 

eeping the San Jose scale in check, 
so that it will be no more troublesome 
than native scale pests. .

CHINA’S FAMOUS TREE LOCATED. 


BOSTON (Mags.) Aug. 3.—One of the 
mysteries connected with the Forbid- 
den City of Peking has come to light 
here with the strange appearance in 
the Boston Ari Museum of what is 
eaid to be the famous Sacred Jeweled

Kentucky Feud Trial—His Action at 
Scene of Murder. 


CYNTHIANA (Ky.) Aug. 3.— In the 
Jett and White trial today Bruce Lit- 
tle, a special bailiff of the Breathitt. 
County Circuit Court during the first 
trial of Jett at Jackson, tested that 
he and several men with soldiers cap- 
tured Tom White after a ride of 
eighteen miles over the mountains at 
4 o'clock in the morning. Witness said 
he asked Jett where he was when the 
killing occurred, and “Jett replied: . 
“None of your business.” 
At 10:18 a. m., after having pre- 
sented forty-two witnesses, Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Byrd announced that the 
commonwealth rested the case and 
udge Osborne adjourned court until 
p. m. to allow the denendants to 
consult with their clients. The de- 
fense will introduce about twenty wit- 
nesses more than they used at Jack- 
son. 
On the convening of court in the af- 
ternoon, Curtis Jett, one of the de- 
fendants, was placed on the stand. He, 
said that he was friendly to J. B. 
Marcum and with the exception of a 
few words with him some four years 
ago, they had always been friendly. 
Jett said after the shots were fired 
he walked into the Courthouse and 
looked about, but seeing nothing, re- 
turned by the side door the way he 
came, and went across the street. Jett 
said he saw Ewen running around the 
Courthouse. A few minutes later he 
saw Tom White on the street, and with 
him went downtown to a place near 
the depot, where they crossed the river 
and visited his grandmother, Mrs. Har- 
gis, mother of Judge Hargis, and there 
had dinner. He said he met Mrs. Mary 
Johnson, who asked him if he had 
killed her brother. He told her he did 
— but that they would accuse him 
of it. 
Jett's testimony corroborated many 
other witnesses who have testified for 
the prosecution as to his actions on 
that fateful day. 

A feature of today was the cross- 
examination of Thomas White, a wit- 
ness for the defense, by Tom D. Mar- 
cum, one of the attorneyd for the 
prosecution and a brother of the dead 
man.

EYES TELLS WHY 
HE LEFT CABINET. 


ACTED TO SECURE HARMONY IN 
MEXICAN GOVERNMENT. 
Jealousy of Others Rendered Step Nec- 
essary and Resulted in Change in 


Plans of President Diaz—Regiment to 
March Fifteen Hundred Miles. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

MONTEREY (Mexico) July 28.— 
Gen. Bernardo Reyes, Governor of 
Nuevo Leon, who resigned as Minister 
of War and Marine in December, 1902, 
has issued / an official statement giving 
his reasons for retiring from the Cab- 
inet of President Diaz. In the state- 
ment Gen. Reyes makes public the 
fact 2 it was the desire of Gen. 
Diaz to retire from the Presidency. It 
reads as follows: 

“At a time previous to the resigna- 
tion of Gen. Reyes preparations of 
great importance, affecting the gene 
politics of the country, were in prog- 
ress at the national capital. Gen. 
Diaz, wishing to retire from the Presi- 
dency, inspired by a noble and patri- 
otic desire to see his country continue 
to march majestically onward under 
the direction of a personality other 
than his own, undertook the work of 
combining and harmonizing certain 
elements with a view of assuring the 
permanency of his great national work. 
A certain man (José Ives Limantour) 
was selected to lead in carrying out 
the work outlined by President Diaz, 
and to him was given power and pres- 
tige. The foremost of his supporters 
had previously formed a political 
group, prominent in which were some 
men who had never inspired the confi- 
dence of the country. A homogeneous 
ministry was formed, of which Gen. 
Reyes became a member. But from 
the day that he took charge of the 
Department of War certain members 
of the group before mentioned mani- 
fested hostility to the executive of 
Nuevo Leon. This hostility and con- 
sequent lack of confidence soon made 
it apparent that it would be impossible 
to amalgamate the different elements, 
and this finally proved to be the case. 
As a result, Gen. Diaz abandoned his 
plans for a change in the Presidency. 
The hostility of these partisan fac- 
tions to Gen. Reyes grew to such an 
extent that their leaders even refused 
to respect the wishes of the one who 
should have been their director, and 
who, it may be said, was on the most 
friendly terms with Gen. Reyes. The 
latter was attacked by these factions 
through the medium of various polit- 
ically colored urnals, and, being 
vigorously defended by other newspa- 
pers, wishing to prevent his name 
being used as a pretext for dissensions 
in the government—as he officially 
stated—he resigned as Minister of 
War and returned to Nuevo Leon to 
again take up the reins of govern- 
ment.“ 

REGIMENT'S LONG MARC H. 

Gen. Mena, Minister of War, has or- 
dered the Fifth Regiment of Infantry, 
which has been stationed in Monterey 
for the past eighteen years, to proceed 
to Merida, Yucatan. In connection 
with the movement of the regiment a 
test is to be made of the marching 
endurance of the Mexican soldiers. 
The entire journey is to be made 
overland, and the instructions received 
by the officers of the regiment are to 
the effect that it shall be made in 
forty-one consecutive marches. The 
troops will traverse approximately 1500 
miles in reaching Merida from Monte- 
rey. and will therefore be compelled to 
march on an average something over 
thirty-six miles per day. The Twenty- 
second Regiment of Infantry will re- 
place the Fifth in Monterey. 

THE COTTON CROP. 

Officers of the cotton mill trust, 
which includes all the cotton mills of 
Northern Mexico, have received word 
that practically the entire crop of cot- 
ton in the State of Guerrero has been 
ruined by excessive rain and hall. The 
cotton crop of the Laguna district, 
which surrounds the city of Torreon, 
will be larger this year th ever be- 
fore in the history of the ton in- 
dustry in Northern Mexico. Increased 
acreage and sufficient rain at the 
proper season are responsible for the 
condition. | 

CORNER ON PARROTS.

“Speaking of tobacco consumption,” 
said a diligent user of the weed who 
knows a few things about the busi- 
ness, “if imitation is the sincerest flat- 
tery in everything, then Louisiana 
perique tobacco occupies a singularly 
enviable position in the world of mild 
narcotic pleasures. The annual produc- 
tion of the famous brand of tobacco is 
between 40,000 and 50,000 pounds, the 
total production of the world-famous 
vacheries of St. James parish. Yet it 
is of record, according to the statement 
of a drummer who was recently in 
New Orleans, that his house uses 200,- 
000 pounds of perique tobacco a year 
as an ingredient for one of the “per- 
ique mixtures” supplied to the smoking 
public of America. Where the perique 
comes from the drummer does not 
know, but he knows that his house 
last year sold perique mixtures in vol- 
ume sufficient to account for the dis- 
posal of four or five times the entire 
production of the genuine perique crop. 

“The term ‘perique drop.“ however, is 
a misnomer, for perique tobacco is not 
a natural product, but manufactured. 
A particular tobacco is grown, and 
then treated especially, with the result 
of what is commercially known as 
perique. The many imitations with 
which the public Is supplied are, it is 
said by experts, virtually the same in 
quality and flavor, though not the same 
as perique in either the original 
natural leaf, hor in process of manipu- 
lation into marketable ways, acetic 
acid being used by some commercial 
houses, whereas genuine perique is not 
subjected to the influence of any for- 
eign matter whatever."—[{[New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

A MATTER OF JUSTICE. 

Board of Supervisors nas 
acted wisely in taking definite step 
for securing from the State Board of 
Foualization, if possible, either some 
reduction of the assessed valuation of 
Los Angeles county, or some increase 
of the assessed valuation of other 
‘gounties of the State which, under the 
returns made by the assesors, are ob- 
viously not called upon to bear their 
just proportion of taxation. The com- 
mittee of two appointed yesterday by 
the Board of Supervisors for this mis- 
gion will be able to make such a 
showing before the State Board of 
Equalization as ought to be sufficient 
to convince that body of the justice of 
our cause, and to secure for us the 
desired relief.

ful. As a matter of simple justice, it 
ought to be successful. The taxpay- 
ers of Los Angeles county are entirely 
willing to bear their equitable propor- 
tion of taxation.

HE FUTURE OF CHINA. 

A short time ago it was announced 
that the Dowager Empress of China 
bad decided on a policy of reform for 
the great empire over which she prac- 
tically reigns. Some people were san- 


'guine enough to believe that China 


was about to enter upon a new era, 
and take her place among the civi- 
lized nations of the world. Such hopes 
were rudely shattered by the report 
received a few days ago that a num- 
ber of Chinese editors had been ar- 
rested, on a charge of sedition, and 
that one of them, described as an edu- 
cated, high-minded gentlemen, a man 
who was esteemed by the foreign res- 
idents, had been brutally beaten to 
death, by order of the tyrannical old 
woman who seems to hold the nomi- 
nal head of the empire in the hollow 
of her hand. Before he was tortured 
to death, the victim managed to 
smugzgie out a farewell message, in the 
form of a poem, in which he glorified 
reform, and exhorted his colleagues 
to continue the work. Another of the 
imprisoned editors sent a letter to the 
Associated Press, in which he said: 

“We earnestly hope that the author- 
ities of civilized nations will give a 
timeiy warning to this government, 
which seems preparing a bastile for 
the true lovers of China. 

“It would be very discouraging to 
progressive China if the seven reform- 
ers under arrest at Shanghai should be 
surrendered to the Chinese govern- 
ment and be beheaded. Their writings 
are, of course, offensive and seditious, 
yet they should be punished as though 
they had spoken in a like manner 
against the American or British gov- 
ernments, which exist fer the welfare 
of the people. But the government

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of this land has become so corrupt 
and has proved such a curse to the 
people that our reformers deserve the 
sympathy of all enlightened men who 
can perceive in what a miserable state 
these millions are kept.”

ion? Is there, indeed? It certainly 
seems not, The young Emperor is said 
be of good character and to possess 
progressive ideas, but he is a mere pup- 
et in the hands of this stern old fe- 
vale tyrant, who rules a country con- 
aining one-fourth of the population 
if the globe.

weight: the pieces being gathered to- 
gether by the powers, and then we 
may weil keep an eye on the Celestial

LACKMAILER PARKS “JNDORSED.” 


Jan Parks, walking delegate for 
the Housesmiths’ and Bridgemea's 
Union of New York, as is pretty gen- 
erally known, is under several indict- 
ments for blackmailing, by means of 
which he extorted large sums of 
money from different employers of 
labor in that city. Although he has 
not yet been brought to trial, his guilt 
of the’ crimes which have been 
charged against him is as good as 
proven by the affidavits of men of re- 
spectability and high standing, upon 
whom he successfuliy practiced his ex- 
iortions, Upon this unimpeachable 
evidence the formal indictments were 
-ecured, and there is little doubt that 
Parks will be convicted and sent to 
the penitentiary for a long term of 
years if the people’s case be properly 
presented at his trial. The case against 
Parks is apparently stronger than 
that against Lawrence Murphy, for- 
merly treasurer of the Stonecutters’ 
Union, who was convicted in New 
York last week and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for a term of five years 
for the embezzlement of $27,000 be- 
longing to the union. 

It would naturally be supposed that, 
under the circumstances, the union of 
which Sam Parks is a member, in 
common with all other unions, would 
be rather chary of giving further in- 
dorsement to Parks so long as the 
stigma of a felony was hanging over 
him. Those who have had such an idea 
have labored under a grave mistake. 
So far from refusing to support Black- 
mailer Parks pending the deter ana- 
tion of his guilt the Housesmiths’ and 
Bridgemen's Union hastened to in- 
dorse him soon after the indictments 
were found against him. And again, 
on Saturday last, the same union gave 
him a unanimous vote of indorsement. 
Not satisfied with that, as the dis- 
patches have informed us, “when the 
meeting adjourned hé@ was carried 
downstairs on the shoulders of four 
stalwart delegates.” It is added that 
“one thousand cheering men marched 
behind, and the police, on hand to act 
in an emergency, were swept aside un- 
ceremoniously.” 

This, then, is the unions’ answer to 
the charges of blackmailing brought 
against Parks with so much circum- 
stantiality, and upon such unimpeach- 
able testimony as to leave absolutely 
no doubt as to his guilt. Their action 
is tantamount to a declaration that 
athough he is a known criminal, they 
will s rt him just the same, and 
will allow him to dominate their af- 
fairs so long as he can keep out of 
the penitentiary—which, it is to be 
hoped for the good of the community, 
will not be long. The unions thus 
announce that they court and approve 
the leadership of criminals. In so do- 
ing they voluntarily place themselves 
in the ranks of lawbreakers and law 
defiers. How absurd, in the light of 
this indefensible attitude, is the oft- 


repeated claim that trade unionists be- 


lieve in and uphold law and order. 
Lawrence Murphy, the convicted 
treasurer of the New York Stonecut- 
ters’ Union, when sent whimpering to 
Sing Sing under a five-years’ sentence, 
declared that “every one of the officers 
of the union got a share of the 
money,” and that “there was not one 
that did not have a finger in the 
graft.” Yet these other officers, whom 
Murphy declared to be equally guilty 
with himself, have apparently been 
so effectually shielded by their 
fellow unionists and grafters that 
they will be able to escape the 
imprisonment which they s0 richly 
deserve. It is this shielding of crim- 
inals and tacit approval of crime, in 
addition to the criminal practices of 
unionists in maiming and killing hon- 
unionists whom they cannot coerce nor 
intimidate, that is fast bringing trade- 
unionism, as it is exemplified at the 
present time, into disrepute, No class 


| nous. For a stream 


of men who presume to set themselves 
above the law can reasonably expect 
long to escape the severe public con- 
demnation which such an attitude de- 
serves, nor to escape the punishments 
which the law prescribes for those who 
violate its provisions. “Whom the gods 
would destroy, they first make mad.” 
Rampant trade-unionism certainly 
seems to be already infected with the 
madness which presages destruction.

lia Bingham and her excellent com- 
pany, presenting Clyde Fitch's four- 
act drama, “The Cumbers,“ are quite 
the finest aggregation of players that 
have visited Los Angeles this year. 
Miss Bingham herself, besides being 
reputed an excellent manager, is a 
superb actress. So perfect a balance 
prevails in the selection of her castes 
that finished results singular, to say

“The Climbers” deals with modern 
New Yorkers. There are several 
climbers irst of all, there is a wid- 


ow, whose poignant grief scarce sur- 
vives the /burial of her husband, and 


achieve social position makes 4 laugh- 
ing stock of the rest of her scenes 
all through the play. Then there are 
others—a young man gifted with mil- 
lions of money and a thimbieful of 
brains, two or three young women, all 
climbing frantically, though it may be 
absurdly, after prominence or money 
or power. 

The central figure of the play is. one 
Richard Sterling, a huge, powerful 
bulk of a man, and an arrant moral 
coward. He tires of the legal profes- 
sion and tries the stock market. He 
fails, and his fall brings down with 
him many who have trusted him with 
their all. The greatest sufferer is his 
wife, a woman of splendid character, 
who undergoes every agony rather 


than disgrace her little child. She is 
loved, silently and heroiclly, by one 
Edward Warden, who averts the 


threatened blot upon her name, even 
at the utmost cost to himself. War- 
len is ever at her side, and her big, 
cowrdly husband is thwarted many 
times by him in his efforts to further 
his own ends at the expense of oth- 
ers. Sterling finally kills himself, play- 
ing the coward to the very end of the 
chapter. He takes poison and lies in 
his last slumber on a couch in the 
same room where his unknowing wid- 
ow stands watching him, merely think- 
ing him asleep. So the curtain falls. 

Miss Bingham's work as Mrs. Ster- 
ling is finished, forceful and reserved. 
She is a woman of the nicest refine- 
ment, and effects are cleverly calcu- 
lated. Even in the emotional stress 
of her strongest scenes one feels that 
there is still a holding-back of won- 
derful force. 

Wilton Lackaye, as Richard Sterling, 
is at once powerful and repulsive. One 
loathes this great, healthy thing with 
the backbone of a tame kitten. Fitch 
has given him a part that is appalling- 


ly true to life. Confronted with the 
proofs of his iniquity he whimpers 
like a little child for the lights to be 


put out—"I can tell 
dark!“ he cries. . 

The part of Edward Warden is ably 
taken by W. I. Abingdon. Mr. Ab- 
ingdon, in addition to a forceful per- 
sonality, has a splendid and resonant 
voice. Mr. Ernest Lawford cleveriy 
enacts the role of Johnny ‘Trotter, a 
simpering, gilded youth of the period. 
Miss Bijou Fernandez has a charming 
impersonation as Miss Godesby, while 
the widow, whose fount of tears can 
spring or cease at command, is well 
portrayed by Mises Adelyn Wesley. 

The scenic in\.stiture is unusually 
good for a traveling aggregation. In 
the third act there ie snow so real that 
it creaks beneath the feet as it is 
trodden upon, and clings in a spar- 
kling film upon the dresses and cloaks.

Employer of Four Hundred Men Gives 
His Views on the Walking Delegate. 


Nearly the Last of His Day. 


George P. Bent, one of the leaders 
in the plano manufacturing business 
in the United States, the head of the 
great Crown Piano Company of Chi- 
cago, is spending’ a few days in Los 
Angeles before returni to his busi- 
ness. Accompanied by his wife and 
daughter he is a guest at the residence 
of A. M. Salyer, No. South Hope 
street. Last evening informal din- 
ner was given in honor of the visitors 
by Mr. Salyer, which/was attended by 
a number of intimate friends of the 
family. After the dinner the evening 
was spent at cards and in the music 
room. Mr. Bent and his family will 
go to Santa Catalina Island for a few 
days fishing, and expect to leave Los 
Angeles in time to reach home 
about the 15th inst. He is not a 
stranger in Los Angeles, for he has 
been here a number of 
comes about every other summer, for 
he considers Southern California the 
best summer resort in the country. An 
employer of more than 400 men at his 
immense factory, and a student of 
affairs, he is thoroughly familiar with 
the great questions, particularly the 
economic questions which now engage 
the attention of thinking people. 


is a thorough American, imbued with 
the Goctrine of equal rights of all un- 
der the law, and an open and avowed 
opponent of any system which has for 
its object the placing of men in sub- 
jection or the arraying of class against 
Class. 

“The most important question which 
confronts the American people today, 
and one of the most important which 
has ever confronted them, is the labor 
question,” said Mr. Bem last night. 
“By that I mean that the vital prob- 
lem, which must sooner or later be 
solved, of whether employers must 
give over the control of their business 
not to their workmen, but to the ‘bust- 
ness agents’ of unions, better known 
as walking delegates. We all know 
to what extremes these walking dele- 
gates have gone in various cities, and 
every honest man must admit that the 
system which they seek to esfablish 
is, to put it best, wholly un-American 
and contrary to all the principles which 
patriotic citizens teach their children 
from babyhood. 

1 have no quarrel with labor. I had 
my fight four years ago, when a walk- 
ing delegate tried to tell me how to 
run my business. There was a clash, 
and the battle lasted for some time, 
but our side won, because we were 
right. That walking delegate happened 
to be a cigar maker by trade, and a 
discredited one, and we would not let 
a cigar maker tell us how to manufac- 
ture pianos. I have uo quarrel with 
labor; on the other hand, my strong- 
est sympathies are for the honest work- 


ingman, the good workman who, 
through force of circumstances, is 
obliged to join a union. Such men 


are to be pitied. Down in their hearts 
they know that it is not right that 
their very being should depend upon 
the will of a walking delegate, and 
throughout the unions in all parts of 
the country there are thousands of 
members praying for the day when 
they themselves will be relieved of 
such tyranny. 

“Few good workmen voluntarily join 
a union. A man who can command 
top wages, who does his work well, 
who knows his trade, does not need a 
union. He can command good wages 
anywhere. The world is looking for 
good men in every walk of life. But it 
is the plodder, the man who works by 
the clock, who has half learned his 
trade, and who cannot be depended 
upon to do a good day's work, that 
seeks in unionism the means of being 
considered the equal of the able man. 
It is not fair to the good workman to 
be thus handicapped. Given two men 
in the same trade, the possession of a 
union card does not make the two 
equally good workmen, but the unions 
would have them considered equal, and 
the walking delegate will gladly en- 
deavor to enforce the recognition of 
an equality which does not exist. It is 
the agitator, the trouble maker, who 
finds protection in the unions. 

“There can be no disguising the fact 
that there is a constantly-growing sen- 
timent against this union system. The 
sentiment is increasing in the unions 
themselves, and I have enough faith 
in the common sense of the great 
American people to believe that the 
day is not far distant when common 
sense will triumph: and when that day 
comes the walking delegate will be 
obliged to go to work at his trade, if 
he would eat. 

“Employers of labor the country over 
are awakening to the fact that in thor- 
ough organization lies their own safety. 
The movement started by the National 
Manufacturers’ Association some time 
ago is progressing admirably. It is 
not an organization against labor, but 
against the walking delegate, and it wil! 
be a power for good in this country. 
A man who is not smart enough to sell 
his labor at the highest market price 
is not a man to dictate to any man 
how his business must be conducted; 
and the man who can thus sell his 
labor does not need a walking delegate 
to hang about his neck a millstone of 
incompetency, as 1 by the 
workman who is always grumbling 
and looking for trouble.”

LOS ANGELES WANTS IT. 


Delegation Will Endeavor to Secure 
Next 


If Los Angeles is not chosen as the 
place of meeting of next year’s Trans- 
Mississippi Commercial Congress, 
which meets in Seattle, August 18-21, 
it will not be the fault of the delega- 
tion which will attend from Southern 
California. A meeting of the delegates 
appointed to represent the city and the 
various local commercial organizations 
was held yesterday. C. B. Foote was 
elected chairman and E. E. Warner 
secretary. The delegation elected 
Mayor Snyder an honorary member, 
and will make an effert to induce him 
to accompany them to Seattle. The 
matter in which the entire delegation 
is most interested is that of securing 
for Los Angeles next year’s session of 
the congress, and to that end it has 
been decided to take to Seattle a ton 
of literature descriptive of this of 
California. The delegation will also 
take fruit and wine for free distribu- 
tion, and sufficient palm leaves to dec- 
orate Armory Hall, where the conven- 
tion will be held, as a typical Southern 
California hall, at least that portion of 
it which is oceupied by Californians. 
The headquarters of the delegation will 
be at the Washington Hotel. . 

A sufficient number of delegates will 
go from this part of the State to fill 
a Pullman car. An effort will be made 
to secure the appointment of delegates 
from the other cities of this part of 
the State, and such delegates will be 
invited to join the Los Angeles dele- 
gation and to assist in bringing the 
next session of the congréss to 
Angeles, if possible. ' 

St. Louis will make a bid for next 
year’s meeting and the Los Angeles 
delegates will yield only when it is 
seen that that city has the better of 
the contest, and then with the under- 
standing that St. Louis will next year 
help Los Angeles to secure the follow- 
ing year’s session. The fare to Seattle 
will be about $50 for the round trip, 
and about fifty persons will go from 
this part of the State. It is desired 
that those who intend to attend the 
sessions of the congress communicate 
with Secretary Warner of the Los An- 
geles delegation, room 422, Trust build- 
ing. in order that arrangements may 
be made for transportation.

SOLD AT A LOSS. 
LORDSBURG, Aug. 3—The inde- 
-pendent orange growers of La Verne 
are leading a very strenuous life, now 
that reports have been received from 
the sale of last season's crép, and the 
prospect of selling their oranges next 
seagon is already causing them consid- 
erable uneasiness. One prominent or- 
ange grower declined $1.25 per box for 
his entire crop, and subsequently sold 
it through a citrus union, but having 
a very vivid recollection of a former 
experience of selling on commission, he 
stipulated in his contract that on no 
account was he to be called upon to 
pay the freight. That clause saved 
him. He received 20 cents per box. 

Another prominent grower who re- 
cently sold his grove for $40,000, but re.

ceived a bill for $78 for freight.

Now, if this be true, every man and 
every woman wants to know the secret. 
It is a hard gecret—a secret few will 
understand., It is difficult to compre- 
hend. because it is so so simple. It may 
be stated in a few words: Study the 
human body until you know the con- 
ditions of its effective working, just 
as a skilled engineer knows a lacomo- 
tive. Then follow those laws. 

What those laws are and how they 
operate we will briefly study in this 
article. 

First of all, let us consider those 
substances from which vitality is gen- 
erated by the body—food, water, air 

and let us learn, if possible, how they 
may be so used as to impart. the 
greatest energy with the least loss. 


DIGESTION CONSUMES ENERGY. 


manufactured by the body acting on 
the food. Now, it should. be under- 
stood that the process by which food 
is converted into energy is of itself 
an activity requiring an outlay of en- 
ergy. Digestion is work. Some articles 
of food require for their conversion a 
great deal of digestive energy, and tax 
the y further for their excretion. 
At the same time they yield but lit- 
tle energy. Other foods are digested 
with but little outlay of vital force, 
and at the same time impart to the 
body a great deal of energy. We find, 
therefore, that one of the most im- 
portant points in studying how to in- 
crease the amount of vitality to 
select a diet that shall economize the 
digestive energy, and at the same time 
supp to the organism, the largest 
am t of nutriment; in other woras, 
to eat easily digestible, nutritious food. 

DISEASE FROM OVEREATING. 

The quantity of food is also im- 
portant—quite as important as selec- 
tion. Food is converted into matters 
supplying energy by a complex process, 
which cannot be here described in de- 
tail. It may be said, however, thut 
such conversion is the result of the 
action of certain fiulds poured 
the food while it is passing through 
the alimentary tube. Now, these fluids 
are poured out in proportion, not to 
the amount of food present. dut to 
the needs of the body. 80 if food 18 
taken in excess of the body's needs 
it is not digested, but decomposes in- 
stead, forming a purifying, acrid and 
offensive mass. This matter slowly 
works its way through the alimentary 
tube, and the tube, true to its func- 
tion, absorbs, not food which it wants, 
but the products of the putrefaction 
going on in the food mass. This con- 
dition is known to medical men as 
auto-intoxication or auto-infectior. It 
‘fa admitted by all medical authorities 
that auto-intexication is a common 
cause of disease. Some. among the 
the writer, are convinced that it is the 
fundamental cause of all disease: other 
causative influences being merely sub- 
sidiary. 

Be this as it may, we can easily 
understand from the above that a sup- 
ply of food in excess of the needs of 
the body means that the is at 
once starved and poisoned—starved be- 
cause the food remains undigested, 
poisoned because of the absorbtion or 
the products of its putrefaction. 

Furthermore the poisons, absoPbed 
into. the blood threugh the walls of 
the alimentary tube, have a powerful 
effect in deranging the functions. ‘the

ure.” Even the slightest of these re- 
sults of auto-intoxication means a re- 
duced activity of the energy-making 
organs and a consequent loss of vital- 


ity. 
VITALITY DIETARY. 

This is a very crude and hasty de- 
scription of a most important and com- 
plex matter. Enough has been said, 
however, to indicate the importance of 
diet as a factor in the increase of hu- 
man vitality. We can easily under- 
stand that the diet best adapted to 
vitality is one that is at once nutritious, 
easily digested and not likely to fer- 
ment during its progress through the 
alimentary tube. Two meals, sepa- 
rated by an interval of from five to 
seven hours, are better than three. 
Foods should be simple. A certain pro- 
portion of uncooked matter should be 
included in the dietary. In a general 
way meals may be selected from the 
following dietary: All the fruits, nuts, 
cereals, eggs, milk, cream, all the green 
leaves that grow in the sunlight (let- 
tuce, etc.,) the legumes (peas, beans 
and lentils,) cooked vegetables and 
meats. Condiments such as pepper, 
mustard, vinegar and spices should be 
avoided. Cooked vegetables, potatoes, 
spinach etc., are not of great food 
value. An objection to meat is that it 
is ladet with the excrementitious mat- 
ters of the animal body, of which it 
was a part. These matters taken into 
the human body act as irritants (that 
is, stimulants,) and require for their 
elimination a great deal of that pre- 
cious vitality which we are studying to 
increase. 

Free water drinking between meals 
is important for many reasons, some 
of which we have considered in a for- 
mer article in this column. All the 
vital activities take place in water so- 
lutions. The body of the average man 
contains about half a barrel of water, 
and to replenish this he needs not less 
than two quarts daily. Thie will in- 
sure not only enough fluid for digestion, 
blood replenishment,  etc., but will 
greatly assist in the excretion of those 
poisonous matters the retention of 
which ts so depleting to the vital force. 


BREATHING AND NUTRITION. 


Few people realize the importance of 
oxygen and of that function, respira- 
tion, through which the body is sup- 
plied with oxygen and freed from one 
of its most poisonous products—carbon 
dioxide. As the writer has often re- 
marked in this column and elsewhere, 
the large, active chest, with the 
straight spine and the erect carriage, 
are unfailing signs of great vital force: 
These signs are always present in men 
of great achievement. Napoleon, 
Cromwell, Luther. Wellington and 
epoch-makers were notable for this 
type of body. Fortunately the breath- 
ing is of all the functions the most 
easily developed. Where the lungs are 
small and feeble, the chest contracted‘ 
and the vitality low, a few weeks of 
resolute training will often cause an 
incredible difference in the size and 
activity of the lungs and in the gen- 
eral vitality. 

Breathing affects nutrition, and con- 
sequently the vitality, in several ways. 
First, because when properly per- 
formed the act of respiration acceler-. 
ates peristalsis; that is, the movement 
of the stomach and intestines by which 
the digestive fluids are mixed with the 


food and the food mass forced onward 


through the alimentary tube. cond, 
in providing oxygen to the blood. 
Third, in providing for the removal 


from the body through the lungs of 
certain poisonous waste matters the re- 
tention of which weakens and depletes 
the organism. 

For a proper relation between the 
body and the air two things are neces- 
sary—first, pure air; second, the ability 
to breathe. A man may starve in the 
midst of.plenty if he does not eat, and 
a man will starve for oxygen in the 


Mheeds is not more sleep, but 


breathe properly. To increase the 
breathing is to increase the vitality. 
As to the exact methods by which 
the lungs and chest development may 
be increased, those interested are re- 
‘ferred to articles on that subject by 
the writer in this column. 
THE ART OF SLEEP. 

Bleep has a most important influence 
upon vitality. But in this respect there 
is much misconception. Most people 
think that the longer they sleep the 
more rested they are. Thisis not by any 
means the case. Refreshment from 
sleep depends not so much upon the 
quantity as upon the quality of the 
sleep. There is a kind of sleep which 
is actually hard work—hard work for 
muscles and nerves. We refer to @ 
sleep in which the muscles are tensed, 
thus not only causing an exhaustion 
through sheer physical work, but har- 
assing the brain with ceaseless mes- 
sages from the muscular system. The 
man who awakens wnrefreshed 
eight hours sleep does not know how 
to sleep. In the first place, he probably 
eats too much, and his dutiful organs, 
true to their trust, have been laboring 
all night to excrete or antidote the 
resulting poisons so as to save his life. 
He has allowed his muscles to become 
and to remain contracted, and all night 
long he has been working as hard as 
though holding up heavy weights. Is 
it any wonder that after struggling, 
grunting and gurgling all night he 
awakens in the morning so exhausted 
that only after an “eye-opener” of 
whisky, tea, coffee or other drug is he 
able to begin the day's work?
